Saigon. 

The Saigon command report- 
ed South Vietnamese fqrees 
Sunday recaptured the I,a San_ 
School and : an orphanage 
occupied by fhe_ Communists 
during five days of bitter 
fighting for Kontum, a strategic 
provincial capital in the Central 
Highlands 260 .miles north of 
Saigon. Military spokesmen 
said 168 Communists were 
killed in battles aroyj^d the city. 

A UPI reporter-photographer 
team of Matt Franjola and Jeff 
Taylor flew into Kontum this 
afternoon and reported 95 per 
cent of fhe city-'s business 
district intact and civilians 
doing about their business.

had been recaptured but that 
an orphange 500 yards away 
was^sUll held by the North 
Vietnamese. 
Franjola said government 
• M41 tanks and machine gunners 
were firing at point-blank range, 
at North Vietnamese comman- 
dos who still clung to some 
sections of the city.

— concentrated attaeks believed . 
aimed at cutting South Vietnam 
in two. 

Today's attack near An. l>oc 
pounded two government posi- 
tions 3 1-2 miles south of the 
city on Highway 13. "Military 
squrces said the Communists 
fjred about. l.OOff mortar rounds 
in the three-hour shelling before 
dawn. Another North Vietna- 
mese mortar attack at a 
government artillery base about 
seven miles below An Loc blew 
- up an ammunition dump and 
wounded" at least two South 
Vietnamese troops, sources 
said. 



MarineSarrivals . 
etjual withdrawals 



SAIGON i UPI » -US with- 
drawals countered by an equal 
number of Marine arrivals last 
week marked the first time 
since January, 1971, that the 
number of Americans in the 
war zone did not drop, military 
spokesmen said today 

The new influx of Marine 
fighter-bomber crews and pilots 
left US troop strength at 
64,800, spokesmen said. 

The U S command said that 
a record average of 3,100 
American servicemen will have 
to be withdrawn from South 
Vietnam over each .of the next- 
five weeks to meet President 
Niston's orders to reduce U.S. 
strength In the war zone to 
49,000 by June 30. 

Spokesmen said it was still 



planned to "meet or beat" 
Nixon's order 

They said that 600 Marines 
arrived in Vietnam last week at 
the Bien Hoa Airbase, 15 miles 
northeast of Saigon, as mem- 
bers of two leatherneck A4 
"Skyhawk" fighter squadrons 
now flying combat missions in 
Vietnam Their arrival boosted 
Marine strength to 2^800. 

At -the same time, 500 
soldiers were pulled out,

USSR are not 
obstacles to the bilateral 
development of "normal rela- 
tions based on the principles of 
sovereignty, equality noninter- 
ference in internal affairs and 
mutual advantage ..." 

—In seeking to prevent war 
and confrontations "they will . 
always exercise restraint- -in 
their mutyal relations", and will- 
be prepared to ^negotiate and 
settle differences by peaceful 
means. The ptBTEtrdisites for* 
maintaining and strengthening 
relations between.the USA and 
the USSR are the'recognition of 
UiU'-iMJeuuty interests of the 
par-liaaJbased on the principles 
of equality and the renunciation 
6T the use or threat of force."

The professor isTandid in his 
appraisal of the validity of 
reported sightings as is 
Gebhart. 

He said the .footprints are the 
best existing examples of 
physical evidence he has seen.

Gebhart admits that most of 
the evidence available is cir- 
cumstantial but hro-hunoYecisof 
letters of -reported sightings, 
some photos and plaster casts of 
huge footprints.

This is what 
hooked Gebhart into becomin;

"You ttave-tnTalk with those 
people who were mentioned in 
the film and the resulting ar- 
ticle," be said. "I clidn/t believei 
until I met and talked, with 
many of the persons who had 
reported seeing the creature." 

He said he .had found, after 
checking on the people, they 
were Teal" people who had 
sound reputations and stories 
that could noVrbe shaken. 

Gebhart says all — of—the 
reports coincide concerning the 
animals' size, about seven to 
eight feet . in height ,and 
lycigtling- upwards of 500 
pounds. 

Questioned about the lack of 
cadavers, detailed close photos, 
_pr. physical evidence, Gebhart 
snys_ apparently just--a few in- 
dividual creatures wander 
about "at night and corpses are

TWIN FALLS — Idaho ranks 
38th of the SO states in per capita 
personal income. 
. _ According . to . statistics 
compiled by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce for the year 
1971, Idaho has a per' capita 
personal income ef J3.402, some 
■ 18 per cent below the national 
average. 

The commerce report in- 
dicated the Gem State ex- 
perienced an increase of 5M: per 
cent last year, the same rate as 
the entire- country. 

In regional records, Idaho 
ranked third among the five 
Rocky Mountain states for 
personal income. 

Colorado is the best earning 
mountain state with a per 
capita personal income of $4, 
507 while Montana is rated at 
$3,479 . personal income per 
person. Only Utah and. 
Wyoming had lower personal 
income figures than Idaho. 

All five mountain states 
recorded Jhe greatest income 
increases in the construction 
field and the greatest decreases 
in agriculture 

Though no money figures 
were given in the report, 
manufacturing and con- 
struction payrolls were 
reported to have increased at a 
faster rate than the national 
figure for that field. 

In agriculture, Idaho income 
remained stable while the 
nation, as a whole, recorded a 
54 per cent jump. 



In overall income growth, 
Idaho reported a 10tt~per cent 
increase, well above the 
national quote of 6% per cent. 

In 1971, 2.25 per cent of the 
country's $853T5 billion persona?- 
income came from the Jtocky 
Mountain region. 

Nationwide, Connecticut 
recorded the high reported per 
capita personal income with a 
figure of $5,032. The- lowest 
reported came from the State of 
Mississippi where the per 
capita rate was $2,755. 

The highest .region, on an 
income basis, was the mideast 
section made up of .Maryland, 
Delaware, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey. 

The District of Columbia, not 
ranked because it is not a-state, 
turned in a personal income of 
$6,000 per person.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Increasing demands 
are' being heard. for collective bargaining by 
farmers to improve prices and incomes — and 
Congress may respond.. 
-The proposal is extremely controversial, . 
however, with pro and con factions equally- 
vehement. It is not certain whaUongress will do 
in this election year. 

In. 1967, a law was enacted to protect farm" 
bargaining power by eliminating "unfair" trade 
practices against farmers and their 
associations. It forbids handlers and processors 
to interfere -with a producer Joining a- 
cooperative or discriminating agains^jtnerwho 
does. False reports about, or interference with,' 



cooperatives is prohibited. 

.Efforts to strengthen this legal protection 
began the next year and have been continuing 
since. A number of bills are pending in Congress 
this year with two proposals claiming special 
'attention. 

One was introduced by Sen. Walter F. Mon- 
dale, D-Minn., with Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Minn., and George S. McGovern;T>S.D:, both 
candidates for the Democratic Presidential 
.nomination, co-sponsors. 

Hep. B. F. Sisk and Johny V. Tunney, 
California Democrats, are prime sponsors of 
the House bill.* 
Both have been heard by agriculture sub- 



committees of the House and Seriate^but neither 
lias progressed beyond that point and the 
outlook is far from clear. A spokesman for the 
Senate subcommittee said chances for the 4 
legislation "are SO-50, atrbest," and a House 
subcommittee staff when said the Sisk bill "is 
very controversial.' ' 

The Mondale bill would create a National 
Agriculture Relations Board (NARB), similar 
to the National Labor Relations Board. 

If requested to do so by a representative ' 
group or producers, NARB could assign a 
committee of producers to bargain on sales with 
a committee of purchasers.

arid private economists.

variety of economic sectors will 
perforaHaetter than, had been - 
anticipated and that more-ef- 
the overall growth will be real 
because of success "In curbing 
inflation. , - 

Of tap interest to consumers 
is- the exportation-, that^ the. 
Bureau of Laboi' Statistics' 
consumer price index will 
increase only 3.5 per cent this 
year, compared with_4.3 per 
cent in 1371 and thf anticipated 
inflation rate last fall of 3.8 per 
cent. Meanwhile, projections 
for wholesale prices remained 



unchanged, a 3.1-per-ccnt rate 
of gain versus 3.2 per cent last 
year. 

-As ar . result, less of the 
economy's growth will bie 
sapped by inflation, although 
estimates oftotal growl 
been loweredr-6ross National 
Product in 1972cuxrently is 
pegged at $U43trT]ll0n, a gain 
of 3.2 per cenC instead of the 
$1,146 trUJioji predicted last fall. 
. One- panelist told Industry 
Week, "A more solid base has 
been established for a more 
stable and sustainable expan- 



sion in the years ahead? 1 

Industry Week said the 
economists agreed that major 
sources of economic strength 
this 'year will be plant and 
equipment spending, up 9.6 per 
cent; total new construction, up 
9.5 per cent; auto production, 
up 6.1 per cent, and steel 
production, up 10.6 pet 4 cent. 

The consensus of the 31 
economists is that production of 
nondurable good s will be up 5.8 
per cent, slightly' better than 
expected last fall. 
However, they see the 



government's index of durable 
goods .output rising less than 
anticipated, though up- 6.7 per 
cent, and total industrial 
production rising a bit less thai> 
hoped for, although up 6.2' per 
cent.

Gem insurance aide favors 'no* fault' 



BY GEORGE FRANK 

BOISE t UPI ) — Idaho's new commissioner of 
insurance says he is in favor of a modifled_"no- 
fault" automobile insurance plan for the state, 
but warns that it will not save the premium- 
paying public much money. 

Robert Hay, who has been heading the_state 
insurance department for the past month, said 
he will not push for pure "no-fault" insurance 
legislation when the lawmakers gather in he 
capitol next January 

But the co'rnmissioner feels all the talk about 
this bill or that may soon be forgotten, because 
for all indications Congress may be gearing up 
to pass a federal no-fault plan to be adopted by 
the states. 

"I would just as soon keep the federal 
government out of this," Hay said. "But if it 
does pass there would.be one good point— the 
law would be uniform from state to state." - 
•Last week the U. S. Senate Commerce 
Committee approved a bill establishing a 
national no-fault car insurance system. Under 
the plam anyone injured in an automobile ac- 
cident would collect damages for his medical 
treatment and loss of income from the in- 
surance company covering the vehicle in which 



he was the driver or passenger. 

The federal plan would allow lawsuits only if 
medical bills amounted to more than $25,000 or 
if a person's income loss was more than $75,000 

Hay said he would be in favor of a plan which 
wOuld - allow for court action if there- were 
permanent injuries, permanent disfigurement,, 
death or severe pain and suffering. 

Hay, who was appointed by Gov Cecil D 
Andrus following the resignation_of~John R. 
Braine, said he would like to see a threshold for 
suits around $10,000 if the state adopted a plan, 
but added the $15,000-175,000 proposed by the 
federal government is not loo high. 

"You have to compromise. Some of the states 
have a threshold of $2,-000 and that is too low. 
The lower the threshold the more complaints 
you get." 

The public has been misled somewhere along 
the way to' think a no-fault system would help 
-reduce premiums. Hay said. 
.J JJBuTJrem everything I can find, the plan 
rjroduceV little savings to the premium-paying 
public." He said there were some reductions in 
premiums in Massachusetts when the state 
went to a no-fault system. 

But, he said, the state had some of the highest 
insurance rates in the* country, much higher 



than Idaho He said tirmrwtft'tell whether the 
rates remain at the present level or begin to 
climb "" - 

He said a main reason why the rates won't 
change under no-fault is because 50 to 70 per 
cent of a premium dollar goes fpr protection 
against property damage., collision, theft and 
fire These are not affected with the in- 
troduction of no-fault. 

But he said the important factor in no-fault 
would be to expedite settlement of claims. 

In other insurance areas. Hay feels there is a 
need for more regulations and guidelines in the 
area of health insurance. He said- people just 
can't understand the policies and there is a need 
for a national model health and disability 
policy. 

He also said there is a need for regulations in 
title- insurance. 

But overall the commissioner thinks The in- 
surance industry is good for Idaho and said he 
would like to see more compainies incorporate 
within the state. 

Presently, there are 21 insurance companies 
incorporated in Idaho and the state licenses - 
over 750 others to do business. 

The state takes in $6 million annually in 
—premium tax, licenses and fees.

An insecure situation " in Cassia County high 
schools, says the report in an obscure 
statement, is being "held together" by the 
administration, "Solutions have been, at best, 
path ' and scratch.' The administration and 
staff will be just as competent and imaginative 
as~Tn"e noiirishment that it is fed by the 
rcsout>ee«"of-the community. It is the nature of 



the people to improve and excel as they" are 
inspired by the confidence and support of their 
fellow men." 

Though the administrators, being "residents 
and members of the school district," admittedly 
have "a vested interest in the young people and 
their assignments," the report says "they 
appeared to have lost interest in having an 
active part in bringing about educational 
change Morale is essential to inspire young 
people to finish their" education and become 
worthy citizens." 

All citizens of Cassia County, the survey 
concludes, "should cooperate in bringing about 
better solutions for their school problems." 

The district, itsbould be noted, "does have the 
financial structure to bring about the changes 
needed " 

The district draws praise from the evaluators 
for "an excellent policy manual . . . interest in 
improvement of the schools . rand) having 
financial aid to upgrade programs if so 
desired 

Recommendations lnclude-CQnttnual-updaUng 
of the policy manual, giving the administration 
"Leeway to bring about change," initiation of a 
needs' assessment program iplanned_for this 
falli, more administrative help, better use of 
the custodial staff and "a general plao-of in-

VALLKJO, Culif. ( UPI l-The 
• fightingest'ship""(if World War 
II. the USS O'Bannon which 
once used potatoes in attacking 
a- Japanese submarine, has 
been sold for scrap. 

Admiral William F. Halsey 
once said, "The history of the 
Pacific _War can ^neyer be 
written without telling the story 
of the USS (T-Bannon." . 

The O'Bannon got its title of 
the "fightingest ship" from the 
Navy itself after" three years of 
combat and . f8 — battle stars. 
Two more stars were added 
during the Korean War. 

Navy officials said Saturday 
the destroyer wus' sold to- Union 
Metals Co. Tor $87,212.54. The 
vesser-priibably will be" (owed 
away from the Mare Island 
Naval Shipyard by the scrap 



company in about two weeks. 

Scores of. requests for me- 
mentoes -of the ship, received 
from all over the nation, have 
been forwarded to the naval 
curator in Washington-, DC. 

In -the battle of Guadalcanal, 
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the O'Bannon took, .'on the 
Japanese, bjittluship Una; and 
was . so 'close the Iliei was 
unable to depress its. big- guns 
low enough to hit the destroyer 

The O'Bannon, called the 
"Fighting Irish" by its crew v 
kept blazing away until the 
battleship, was finished off By 
airplanes. 

In April r j543. the trBannon 
hit the conning" tower of a 
Japanese submarine with her 
five^inch gun and pulled along- 
side. This tuiie, .il--was- the 
O'Bannon which coilld not lower 
its guns sufficiently at such 
short range. 

The Americans hurled -po- 
tatoes and at least .one 



-Japanese was said to have been 
knocked overboard According 
to the official Navy version, the 
submarine was sunk when the 
destroyer pulled" away far 
enough to use its five-incher.

Askod. about reports 
McGovern had indicated 
Church would be his choice for 
Secretary of State, Church said 
he had read such statements in 
the news media but had never 
discussed the prospect wth 
McGovern . 

1 But. he said, the constitution 
barred a congressman from 
assuming a cabinet post if the 
salary of that position had been 
increased by congress during 
the congressman's term. 

"On its face it would seem to 
constitute a bar to my eligibility 
for office, at least until the end 
of my present term, " he said. 

Church said despite his 
earlier endorsement of Sen 
Edmund Muskie, D-Me.. he had 
agreed to support McGovern in 
California because the "real 
issue in California, is whether 
this country is going to continue 
to pursue the politics of status 
quo or whether we're going to 
turn a corner." 

He said in the California 
primary' McGovern was the 
only Democratic candidate who 
could I hmI Hie wounds a f wa r , 
pacify the American people, 
and bring a-whole new spirit."

His wife, Ruth, was driving 
the children to school at the 
time of the accident, and was 
the only survivor She was 
seriously injured.

Myron, 
now U, is the only survivor of 
the family Mrs Hammes died 
in 1960 of a heart attack while
